clue lo the facl lhat the world of 
economics has just finished read- 
ing the book which, according lo 
reviews, is 625 pages long, cram- 
med with formulas, and very deep 
dish generally.

'i-F.flccls a general suspicion that the 


blueprints of long-range economic 
planning can't always steer im- 
mediate events in a chosen direc- 
tion. 


Brave and learned souls

have read "Theory of Games and 
Economic Behavior"

the 


authors have applied to business 
strategy some mathematical the- 
ories that they developed through 
15 years of research on the pro- 
bability of beating various games 
of chance and / or skill. 


To be sure, Drs. Van Neumann 


*-.-' and 
Morgcnslern— both eminent 


mathematicians— have been 
to 


great pains to figure the odd. on 
your chance to rolling snake eyes 
or converting two pairs into a full 
house. But, like so many smart 
gamblers 
and 
unlike 
so 
many 


smart economists, 
they haven't 


tried to repeal the capricious law 
ot chance. 


From whal. little we know of the 


professors' theory, we suspect that 
its general application might have 
a healthy effect on business. We 


,' j further suspect thai il mighl even 


be helpful in planning a nalion's 
economic program. 


Long-range planning is a loose 


term that covers a multitude of sins 
and techniques in private or gov- 
ernment economics. Such planning 
includes a goal, of course, and1 
usually a scheme for achieving il. 
But sometimes we find an econo- 
mic plan whose creators believe 
that because they have faith in 
their goal and pride in their hon- 
orable intentions, their methods are 


% accordingly as unquestionable and 
'* unshakable as their objective. 


But it has been demonstrated 


that the 
moat 
honest, 
sincere 


long-range 
methods cannot, 
by 


these qualities alone, dissolve any 
unforeseen and unforeseeable ob- 
stacles before they come into view. 
Deficit spending didn't achieve the 
laudable goal of prosperity. Hold- 
Ihe-line price control didn't pro- 
duce full postwar production. And 
so on.

Rescued From 
Isle After 
Shipwreck 


Los Angeles, March

Physically and mentally exhausted, 
Mrs. Bernice Brown of Van Nuys, 
Calif., was rescued by the U. S. 
Coast Guard yesterday from bleak, 
uninhabited Anacapa island, where 
she was marooned for 14 days after 
the wreck of a 50-foot fishing boat. 


Her husband, 
42-year-old Roy, 


Brown, and their friend, John Bar- 
ta, 38, who sailed with them out 
of -Santa Monica harbor March 2 
on a pleasure trip, are believed to 
have been drowned in the 
moun- 


tainous waves that sank their boat, 
the Nancy Lee. 


Mrs. Brown, 43, managed to sur- 


vive by hanging for hours to ,a 
floating gasoline drum. 


"We ran into a 
heavy 
storm 


March 3," Mrs. Brown told 
her 


rescuers. "Our little 
boat was 


whipped around like a feather in 
a windstorm. Then a 
huge 
wave 


flooded the engine room, and with 
our power off, we had no chance. 


"We cast off a small skiff. Barta 


and I had climbed in when my 
husband was 
washed 
overboard. 


He managed to swim to the skiff 
but it capsized as he reached 
it. 


When I came up I 
managed to 


swim to the fishing boat, 
which 


was now swamped, and got on the 
bow. But I was washed away as 
though I was a fly. When I came 
up again, both my husband 
and 


Barta were gone. I didn't see them 
again." 


Tossed from the tops of 
giant 


whitecombs to the depths of 
the 


troughs, 
Mrs. B r o w n 
was 


strangling with sea 
water 
when 


she floundered to a gas drum. She 
hung on for hours, until ,at night- 
fall, she saw a big rock. With her 
strength almost gone, she still man- 
aged to swim to it and lay there 
exhausted until the next morning, 
when she struggled 300 yards to 
Anacapa island; 13 miles off Point 
Hueneme. 


On Anacapa she might well have 


expected to starve, for it is not 
populated and there is no means 
of 
existence. 
Nevertheless, 
she 


found a hut once 
used 
by 
the 


navy, 
which 
contained 
precious 


emergency rations, barrels of rain 
water, blankets and a battery ra- 
dio set. 


In front of these surprising dis- 


coveries Mrs. Brown collapsed and 
for three days she was barely able 
lo move enough to feed 
herself. 


She had been badly cut and bruised 
in the wreck of the boat. 


Staggering to the beach, she built 


a signal fire on March 8, and she 
kept it lighted until she was res- 
cued. On the radio she was able 
to keep track of the days.

Rescued From 
Isle After 
Shipwreck 


Los Angeles, March 
18 —(/P)— 


Physically and mentally exhausted, 
Mrs. Bernice Brown of Van Nuys, 
Calif., was rescued by the U. S. 
Coast Guard yesterday from bleak, 
uninhabited Anacapa island, where 
she was marooned for 14 days after 
the wreck of a 50-foot fishing boat. 


Her husband, 
42-year-old Roy, 


Brown, and their friend, John Bar- 
ta, 38, who sailed with them out 
of -Santa Monica harbor March 2 
on a pleasure trip, are believed to 
have been drowned in the 
moun- 


tainous waves that sank their boat, 
the Nancy Lee. 


Mrs. Brown, 43, managed to sur- 


vive by hanging for hours to ,a 
floating gasoline drum. 


"We ran into a 
heavy 
storm 


March 3," Mrs. Brown told 
her 


rescuers. "Our little 
boat was 


whipped around like a feather in 
a windstorm. Then a 
huge 
wave 


flooded the engine room, and with 
our power off, we had no chance. 


"We cast off a small skiff. Barta 


and I had climbed in when my 
husband was 
washed 
overboard. 


He managed to swim to the skiff 
but it capsized as he reached 
it. 


When I came up I 
managed to 


swim to the fishing boat, 
which 


was now swamped, and got on the 
bow. But I was washed away as 
though I was a fly. When I came 
up again, both my husband 
and 


Barta were gone. I didn't see them 
again." 


Tossed from the tops of 
giant 


whitecombs to the depths of 
the 


troughs, 
Mrs. B r o w n 
was 


strangling with sea 
water 
when 


she floundered to a gas drum. She 
hung on for hours, until ,at night- 
fall, she saw a big rock. With her 
strength almost gone, she still man- 
aged to swim to it and lay there 
exhausted until the next morning, 
when she struggled 300 yards to 
Anacapa island; 13 miles off Point 
Hueneme. 


On Anacapa she might well have 


expected to starve, for it is not 
populated and there is no means 
of 
existence. 
Nevertheless, 
she 


found a hut once 
used 
by 
the 


navy, 
which 
contained 
precious 


emergency rations, barrels of rain 
water, blankets and a battery ra- 
dio set. 


In front of these surprising dis- 


coveries Mrs. Brown collapsed and 
for three days she was barely able 
lo move enough to feed 
herself. 


She had been badly cut and bruised 
in the wreck of the boat. 


Staggering to the beach, she built 


a signal fire on March 8, and she 
kept it lighted until she was res- 
cued. On the radio she was able 
to keep track of the days.

He sits up in bod, clutches 
ill his throat, and cries out in ter- 
ror MS he struggles to breathe. 


After a variable time the spasm 


relaxes and the child's breathing 
improves, but the relief may be 
only temporary, as several spells 
can occur in one night. 


By morning the spusm usually 
has disappeared, and only slight 
hoarseness and coughing remains 
During the day the child appears 
to be almost as well as ever, but 
a spell generally occurs the fol-

Croup is most common in chil-

ceded by a mild upper respiratory 
inleclion.

Dr. Petiot, accused killer of 26 


persons, seized his 
first 
chance 
at the trial to swing into a story 
of how his "fly-tox" band of pa- 
triots .during the Nazi occupation 
ranged Paris, tracking down and 
liquidating 
gestapo agents 
and 
stool pigeons. 


Glacially calm at the start of his 
recitation, Petiot was goaded by 
contemptuous 
questions 
into 
a 
frenzy of shouting as he gave his 
version of mass killings he 
said 
were carried out under the ban- 
ners of patriotism. 


Petiot told the court in the musty 
chamber of the palace of justice 
that one of the 
murder 
victims 


was shot by resistance 
movement 
members .for pulling a 
knife on 
them. .The slain man was "Adrien 
the Basque" Esterbeteguy. 


He said Esterbeteguy was cut 


down by the guns of P.etiot's pa- 
triots ; when they were taking him 
to the. charnel Bouse on the Ru Le 
Sueur.

Baruch to 
Get Speedy 
Confirmation 


Washington, 
March 
19 —Wi— 
Pleased senators 
today 
forecast 
speedy approval of President Tru- 
man's appointment of Bernard M. 
Baruch—an old friend who 
has 
their confidence — as American 
representative on the United Na- 
tions atomic energy commission. 


At the same time the president 
was reported to have sent 
word 
that 
interested 
legislators 
a r e 
going to be kept fully informed of 
progress in the attempt to set up 
international atomic controls. 
This question has been worrying 
some senators who have insisted 
that the United States must not 
share the atomic bomb secret until 
air-tight methods are found to pre- 
vent its secret manufacture by a 
potential aggressor. 
Chairman Connally (D-Tex) said 
the Foreign 
Relations committee 
will act tomorrow on the nomina- 
tion of Baruch, who he said will 
take "no predisposed views" into 
his new job. 
Baruch, 75-year-old park bench 
statesman, announced in New York 
yesterday "I will accept." The new
